Algeria and Its Fibres. 





Algeria, even in its poorest and most sterile 
districts, produces spontaneously hundreds of 
plants and vegetable stalks, such as esparto, 
lias, drinn and dwarf palm, which are valueless 
in the land of their production, but which, if 
treated similarly to straw, would produce a 
much finer paper pulp. Esparto is widely used 
in the manufacture of paper in Great Britain, 
but very little of it comes from Algeria. The 
major portion is obtained from Spain, where it 
is not better; and even there it is not used in 
anything like the proportion that its merits are 
said to deserve. 

Algerian esparto is as fine as any that can be 
obtained from Spain or elsewhere, and official 
statistics show that it can be laid down in paper 
manufacturing countries, under certain condi- 
tions, at prices much lower than the Spanish. 
Esparto, or alfa, as it is called in the vernacular, 
grows wild on the Algerian table lands, which 
extend from Tell to the Sahara, from the fron- 
tier of Morocco to that of Tunis. The total 
superficial area which it covers in luxuriant 
abundance is 4,000,000 hectares, and so thickly 
does it grow that the entire expanse of country 
is colloquially known among the natives as the 
Sea of Esparto. No exercise of agricultural 
science is required to perpetuate the esparto re- 
sources of Algeria; all the work that is necessary 
being to pluck the stalks by hand, taking care 
not to injure the roots. No re-sowing is neces- 
sary, for after a short time the plant grows 
again from the same roots. The expense of 
harvesting is very inconsiderable, and it is only 
because the means of transport and communi- 
cation between the esparto districts and the sea 
are so sparse that by the time the material is 
ready for exportation its price is commercially 
too high. There is also another fact in the pro- 
duction of this high price, and it is that the na- 
tives, being unacquainted with the processes of 
denuding the raw esparto of extraneous matter, 
the expenses of transport are much increased 
by the amount of useless material which is car- 
ried. 

There can be, however, no doubt that in the 
general economy of creation the export re- 
sources of Algeria were intended for the advan 
tage of the paper industry, and to that im- 
portant commercial class it should be a matter 
for good and careful consideration how the 
illimitable wealth can be utilized for its benefit. 
Among other industrial problems we have de- 
voted some attention to this one, and it has oc- 
curred to us that the Algerian esparto wealth 
could be very advantageously utilized if it were 
manufactured at least into pulp on the spot, and 
this pulp exported te paper-making countries. 
By this means it would be found that the alfa 
would be cheaper than straw as a paper mate- 
rial, for in Algeria the necessary labor could be 
obtained at a comparatively very low price, and 
as the industrial work would only consist in the 
simple process of preparing the pulp, no large 
amount of capital would have to be expended 
for complicated machinery and plant, or for the 
transport of skilled workmen. The land in the 
productive districts belongs to the Government, 
but a long lease could easily be obtained at almost 
a nominal sum, for at the present moment the 
whole of the Sea of Esparto does not contribute 
a farthing to the revenue of thecolony. A single 
line of railway between the alfa districts and 
the sea would not absorb a large amount of 
money, and we are confident that in such a work 
its private cost would be much diminished by 
the co-operation of the Government, which could 
be easily obtained if it were shown that the new 
industry would provide employment for large 
numbers of natives, and very much swell the 
volume of Algerian trade. Relatively, also, not 
very much capital would be wanted for the es- 
tablishment and fitting up of factories. 

The preparation of the raw rushes—that is to 
say, the work of denuding them of extraneous 
and valueless excrescences—could be carried on 
by the native workmen, under proper instruc- 
tion, at the haryest time in the open air, and 
few storehouses would be required, because upon 
drying the alfa it would be almost immedi- 
ately transported to the pulp manufacturing 
establishments. That could also be done on the 
spot, and need not be constructed with any large 
amount of architectural or engineering skill. In 
the immediate neighborhood plenty of water 
and fuel are to be found, and, consequently, all 
the processes of making the pulp would be facili- 
tated. The mountain torrents could supply 
almost any amount of motive power, and the 
salt lakes, which are very numerous in the alfa 
region, could yield all the necessary salt, which 
sulphurie acid could easily convert into the 
bleaching agent so indispensable in the paper in- 
dustry. French capitalists and paper manufact- 
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urers do not seem to have been alive to the numer- 
ous advantages which would arise from some such 
scheme as we have foreshadowed. We shall be 
glad, therefore, if our ideas on this subject—in- 
complete and sketchy as they necessarily are, 
from the fact of little having as yet been done 
for the utilization of Algerian esparto—attract 
the attention and probably the formulation of a 
few courageous and speculative manufacturers 
in the paper trade. We are confident that what- 
ever time they might devote to the subject they 
would find eventually very remunerative.— 
British Paper.

Improvement in Treating Pulp Stock for 
Paper-Making. 





A new apparatus for treating paper pulp from 
wood, straw, &c., is shown in the drawing in 
longitudinal section. This apparatus is com- 
posed of a cylinder, a, of proper length and 
diameter, it, in practice, being usually about 
twenty five feet long and six feet in diameter. 
This cylinder has at its ends hollow journals b b, 
which will be mounted in boxes, so as to properly 
hold the cylinder during its rotation when filled 
with stock through the man hole c, which, in 
practice, will have a close steam and liquid tight 
cover. At one side, preferable just opposite the 
man-hole, the cylinder is perforated to produce 
a strainer, as at d; or a piece of perforated 
metal may be attached to the cylinder for 
astrainer. Outside of this strainer d the cyl- 
inder is bulged or turned outward; or an out- 
wardly-bulged portion, as ate, is secured to 
the cylinder, forming a chamber, /, into which 
the chemicals and liquid used for the treat- 
ment of the material] in the cylinder will flow 
when the cylinder is stopped, as shown in 
the drawing, so that the chemicals or liquid 
may, by means of the valve g, of the usual 
construction, be drawn off. 

The central pipe, A, is perforated for the 
passage of steam into the cylinder, the pipe 
receiving steam from any proper steam sup- 
ply. The shelves or agitators h, h’, and i within 


the cylinder, are arranged spirally upon axis of 
the inner surface of the cylinder, and their ends 
nearest the centre of the cylinder are made to 
terminate at one side of the centre of the length 


of the cylinder, such separation in a working | 


cylinder of twenty-five feet in length being 
about two feet, thereby leaving a free open space 


at or about the centre, in which the contents of the | 


cylinder have free course, as the material is by 


the inclined position of the shelves or agitators 


continuously forced from the ends of the cylin- 
der toward its centre. 

Upon the cylinder there is a valve, k, the stem 
of which is operated upon by a spring, l, to bold 
the valve to its seat in the cylinder. At each 
rotation of the cylinder the end 2 of the valve- 
stem will be struck by a projection located in 
the path of movement of the valve stem and 
the valve will be opened, thereby permitting an 
intermitted discharge of air, or air and steam, 
which keeps the cylinder and its contents 
warmer, and prevents the accumulation of air 
therein. 


The inventors are Samuel and James Deacon, | 


Lawrence, Mass., and they claim: 1. In an ap- 
paratus for the production of paper-pulp stock, 
a rotary steam-supplied cylinder, combined with 
diagonally-placed shelves or agitators, the ends 
of which are made to terminate short of the 
centre of the cylinder, to cause the material to 
be gradually forced from the ends of the cylin- 
der toward its centre, where the material has 
free course between the inner ends of the 
shelves. 2. In an apparatus for the produc- 
tion of paper-pulp stock, a rotating steam-sup- 
plied cylinder, provided’ with shelves or agita- 
tors, combined with a strainer, a chamber, and 
a valve connected with the said chamber, to 
draw off the chemical liquid contained in the 
said cylinder.

The purification of the rivers and streams of 
Great Britain from the refuse of mills has for 
| some time been the subject of study and official 
scrutiny. 
found valuable to prevent the waste from pass- 
ing beyond the reach of mill owners, and the re- 
| clamation of chemicals has repaid the expendi- 
| ture undertaken for the purpose. The Paper- 
| Makers’ Monthly Journal republishes from the 
| Edinburgh Courier some notes on the purifica- 
tion of the River Esk by Sir James Alexander, 

| who says: 

‘The state of the water supply is a matter of 
| the greatest importance for our country. To 
| endeavor to correct what was neglected in this 
supply and its purity was the occasion of the 
institution of the Association to Prevent the 
| Pollution of Scottish Rivers and Lochs. As an 
| original member of this association, | was lately 
invited to see the process adopted by the pro- 
prietors of the Esk Mills, Penicuik, to prevent 
injury to the river by the refuse of the paper 
works. I was courteously received at the mills 
by the Messrs. M’Dougal and their intelligent 
manager, Mr. Jardine, and I received the fol- 
lowing information, which I deem well worthy 
of being communicated and as an example to be 
followed in other quarters. 


APPARATUS FOR TREATING PAPER-PULP.

dition. This is withdrawn at intervals from the 
furnace, and after lying for some time slowly 
burning, it is fit to be reused as good soda ash.

put into it, and the esparto reboiled with it (this 
second liquor is a weak soda solution obtained 
on the previous day) for a short time. This 
second liquor possesses the same characteristics 
as the first, though to a modified degree, and is 


similarly to the first liquor, yielding at the fur- 
nace about one half the weight of soda which 
it did. The boiled esparto is then covered with 
cold water, which, after standing for some time, 
becomes by absorption charged with soda and 
other matters. It is then discharged as third 
soda solution to a reservoir, to be used on the 
following day as liquor for reboiling the esparto, 
and is in turn discharged out of boiler as 
| second liquor direct to the evaporator, as shown 
above. The esparto is then lifted out of the 
boiler and put into a tank, where it is treated to 
a bath of tepid water. Owing to the handling 
which the esparto has received in withdrawal 
from the boiler, where it lies in a close compact 
state, and in being forked into the bath, this 
tepid water acts freely upon it, and rapidly 
absorbs the alkali, &c., still retained (sponge-like 
by the esparto), so that though this is the fourth 
liquor that has been taken off the esparto it has 
| the same characteristics as the first liquor—dark 
colored and frothy, containing about 300 grains 
to the gallon. After lying for some hours, kept

| ters, this liquor is discharged to a store tank 
adjoining the soda-recovering apparatus, 
is then used for dissolving 
soda ash.

solutions of varying degrees of concentration, 
but all highly polluting agents, are entirely kept 
out of the stream, being all ultimately evap- 
orated, as the boiling-house and all its appurte- 
nances have no other outlet. Second—The pol- 
lution resulting from the succeeding processes— 
the ‘washing’ and ‘breaking in’—is reduced 
to about one-fifth of the former extent. The 
washing of esparto in the engine formerly used 
to occupy from 25 to 45 minutes; now it is com- 
pleted in from 5 to 7 minutes; and as the wash- 
ings contained from 100 to 150 grains of impure 
matter per gallon, the improvement is most de- 
cided. Third—By the evaporation of these con- 
centrated solutions (20,000 to 22,000 gallons per 
day) there is recovered at a comparatively small 
cost 60 to 70 tons of good marketable soda ash 
per month. Fourth—By the reduced ‘washing’ 
in the engine a large percentage cf fibre is saved, 
as all washing leads to loss of delicate fibres of 
| value. The rags used are boiled in a much 
weaker solution than the esparto, and two liquors 
are taken off them in boiler—the first evaporated, 
the second concentrated in the manner shown and 
evaporated. The washing water, both from espar- 
toand rags, is all made to pass through a fine sieve, 
whereby some of the fibrous matters are re- 
tained, and sold to the makers of brown 
paper. The waste bleach liquors are collected 
and reused for the washing of rags and 
esparto with good results. The size water 
from the paper-making machine is now col- 
lected and reused advantageously for dilut- 
ing and mixing the new pulp. The waste or 
surplus waters from the other parts of the 
making machine are all passed through sieves 
of the same class as those used for the wash- 
ing water, and the fibrous and other matters 
in the pulpy water are retained and sold 
to the makers of colored papers. The waste 
caustic lime is dried in a furnace, and sold to 
the bottle-makers for making black beer bottles. 
The waste oleach lime is dried on hot plates, 
and sold also for bottle-making; but as it is 
dearer, it can be used for a better class of glass 
goods. The w. c.’s drain into a tight tank, 
| where the liquid drainings are absorbed by 
dustings of rags, &c., and the whole taken as 
valuable manure by the farmers. All the impure 
waters produced are conveyed to the purifying 
system below the mills, which consists of sludge- 
settling ponds, sludge drainers, ash filters, &c., 
| the water reaching the river through the filter- 
beds in a comparatively pure state. 
| “No secret was made of the careful process 
adopted at Esk Mill, but the partnery of the en- 
terprising firm were anxious and willing to as- 
sist their neighbors in every shape, and rejoiced 
| that landed gentlemen are now bestirring them- 
| selves to induce manufacturers generally to look 
to their waste discharges, to minimize the quan 
tity and reduce their petency generally, and 
with great advantage to themselves. The sys- 
| tem of separate ‘bathing’ has been perfected at 
the Esk Mills, and in operation for ten months, 
but it has not yet been adopted by other paper- 
makers on the Esk. It is the best system known 
for the prevention of pollution, and would sat- 
isfy riparian proprietors and the public general- 
| ly by producing clear water. At the Esk Mills,

Trade still languishes, and I do not hear very 
favorable reports from any one. I fancy paper- 
makers are satisfied now if-they can only keep 
their machinery moving. It is very certain 
that many samples of paper offered in the mar- 
ket can scarcely realize a profit. Prices are 
very low; much lower than many people have 
any idea of. To instance this, I was asked by a 
gentleman, a patron of THE JOURNAL, who 
does not do very much in paper, as to the value 
of a sample of French paper. This paper was 
merely straw, run into thin wrapper. The 
straw was unbleached, and had been, I should 
say, boiled with lime. The paper weighed 
about 35 Ibs., and was about the size of double 
royal, so you may guess it was thin. It was 
friction glazed by an American machine, al- 
though the paper was made in France. The 
makers wanted for this stuff 20s. per cwt. deliv- 
ered at a French port! Of course it was 
brittle and not worth much. When I showed it 
to a paper maker, who is an excellent judge, he 
said, “Ah! yes, 8s.a cwt.?” This givesyou an 
idea of what the French think of their rubbish. 

I hada letter from Yorkshire from a sub- 
scriber to THE JOURNAL, a paper-maker of some 
importance. He says as follows: “‘Trade is not 
very brisk up here, but we manage to keep go- 
ing night and day, without adding much to the 
stock list.” This is cheering news. 

He also sends me some information about 
some limited company mills. Last month the mill 
belonging to the Samlesbury Paper Company, 
near Preston, was sold by auction. The ma- 
chinery was new, and I think the company only 
ran for a partof a year. There was a 72-inch 
machine, five rag engines, &c. The whole lot, 
machinery, mills and eight acres of land went 
for £4,100. 

Two large mills, erected by limited com- 
panies, are now advertised for sale by auction, 
The North of England Company, at Staley- 
bridge; one machine 100-inch. The mill and 
machinery cost £58,000. The Feniscowles Mill, 
near Blackburn, a very fine mill indeed, with 
two large machines, is also for sale. Both 
this and the other mill have been standing 
for some time. My friend significantly adds, 


| “I do not think many more limited companies 


will be started in Lancashire just now.” 

The fact is, “‘ limited companies” are a mis- 
take. A set of noodles often preside and call 
themselves ‘The Board of Directors.” The 
managing director is the Judas of the affair, and 
looks after the ‘‘ bag.” Nobody knows anything 
at all about paper, paper-making, or machinery, 
but every director has a finger in the pie, and 
thinks himself very clever. I know what lim- 
ited companies are, well. Then there is the 
‘*sherry and biscuit ” account, and the fees, and 
the secret commissions, and the consignments of 
In short, 
every possible opportunity for plunder is availed 
and made use of. Unless a man knows his busi- 
ness, and unless a paper-maker especially really 
is a paper-maker, he had better keep quiet. 

IT am going, by invitation of Mr. Eustace Hook, 
to the annual excursion of the employees at his 
large mills, where I had the honor of holding an 
appointment some years ago. We are going to 
Brighton, and intend to be happy and comfort- 
able. I shall take notice of all that goes on, and 
send your readers an account of our holiday. 

A correspondent writes me: “I went to Lon- 
don last month to attend the paper-makers’ 
meeting, but it was a very small affair.” What 
will the great Paper-Makers’ Club, and the more 
astounding Paper- Makers’ Association say!

One machine tender asserts,that wires and 
felts travel to the slack side, another that they 
run to the tight side; a third, that they don’t do 

either, and your correspondent ‘* A” also asserts 
| that they don’t do either, but he goes on to prove 

that they do both. Now, when the wire comes 
forward, I move the guide roll a little, and that 
| tightens it on the front side, and the wire goes 
back, that being the slack side. I then move 
the guide roll again, which slackens the wire a 
little on the front side, and it comes forward. 
Once, when the seam didn’t run straight, I saw 
the foreman move the breast roll nearer the vat 
| on the front side, and 1 know that that tightened 
the wire on the same side, and the wire traveled 
to the back. You see, every time it goes to the 
slack side, I know all about moving the paper 
rolls, because there is a dent in one of the driers, 
and sometimes I have to move the rolls to bring 
the edge of the paper off the dent.

The Rag Duty Question in Germany,

FIsCHERBRUCKE 26, Beruix, June 9, 1879. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

You mention in your No. 21 a meeting of the 
Union of German Paper Manufacturers for the 
purpose of discussing an export duty on rags. 

It is true that a petition was drawn up for the 
renewal of that export duty, but the meeting 
was visited only by a very limited number of 
members, viz., by thirty gentlemen out of about 
| 150 members, and besides these 150 we have 450 
mills which are not in the union. The leading 
manufacturers do not care about any export 
duty, although they have no reason to object 
to it. 

The fact is that we are in the same position as 
Belgium and England, which, as the meeting 
stated, need no export duty. Austria has about 
250 machines, and has a production of rags from 
thirty-five millions of inhabitants; Germany has 
a population of about forty-two millions for 760 
machines. Austria, therefore, got rags enough, 
and we must import a great deal from Bel 
gium, Russia, Austria, &c.; in fact, we never 
exported as much as we imported. Therefore, 
the Austrian export duty is quite right, but a 
German export duty would favor our mills 
only, when at the same time Russia and Bel-

A third meeting of the creditors of John Car- 
ter, of Newton, doing business as the Lawrence 
Paper Company in Lawrence, has been held in 
Boston. At the second meeting a general divi- 
dend of five per cent. was ordered, but it after- 
ward appeared that the city of Lawrence had a 
preferred claim for taxes, amounting to about 
$1,300 on personal property, which so far inter- 
fered with the ordered dividend that none was 
paid, and on last Saturday a new order was 
issued for the payment of a dividend, the 
amount to be computed. It will probably be 
about three per cent. 


Ata meeting of the creditors of Albert W. 
Lovering, bookseller, of Boston, which was held 
last week, he made a proposition to pay 25 per 
cent. or its equivalent, which they declined, be- 
lieving his assets would enable him to pay more; 
however a number offered to release him at 30 
per cent. On Tuesday last Mr. Lovering filed a 
voluntary petition in insolvency, and, at the 
same time, a petition, signed by half a dozen 
large creditors, that the bankrupt be allowed to 
continue the sale of bis stock, which mainly con- 
stituted his assets, under the direction of the 
messenger of the court, was presented, and 
allowed, after a hearing by Judge McKim, as 
being for the best interests of the creditors. An 
election of an assignee by the creditors will 
take place in the course of ten or fifteen days. 


J. F. Jones, of the Adrian & Mansfield Paper 
Company, Adrian, Mich., left Adrian on Friday, 
June 13, to be gone for a day or two in Toledo 
and Detroit for the purpose of purchasing stock. 
Since that time he has not been heard from. 
The manufactured paper on hand and that in 
course of manufacture was subject to a chattel 
mortgage. The employees have not been paid. 
The indebtedness is about $8,000; assets about 
$3,500. The mill was held on contract, Mr. Jones 
having paid only $1,000 down. He had put on 
in repairs about $2,000. The mill originally cost 
$80,000, and was bought for $12,000. The gen- 
eral impression is that the complications, &c., 
at the Mansfield Mill were the real cause of his 
difficulties. The mill was shut down on Saturday 
night. Everything is covered with six or eight 
levies, and the whole by a chattel mortgage. 


The failure of M. F. Colton & Son, Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., has lately been investigated by the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, and the result is a 
bad showing for the bankrupts. The firm secured 
an extension in November last, showing assets 
of $31,000, with a surplus of $5,000. It defaulted 
on the first payment, due on March 4, when it 
made an assignment. The assignee disposed of 
a part of the stock, and finally sold what was 
left to R. D. Brown, a son-in-law of the senior 
member of the firm. The firm has asked its 
creditors to compromise “ at 15 per cent. on the 
face of the claims, in cash down, or as soon as 
the money in the hands of the assignee can be 
reached, and whatever else can be made or 
saved out of the estate distributed pro rata 
thereafter.” The Board of Trade has advised 
the rejection of this offer, stating that the assets 
have been reduced from the amount stated to 
about $4,300 cash, and that the claims ought to 
be put into judgments. This failure, and the 
subsequent disposition of the business, is not 
favorably regarded by the trade, and has been 
very strongly commented upon to the disad- 


vantage of the firm.

Obituary. 
HENRY COHEN. 


Henry Cohen, a well-known stationer, and 
formerly in the wholesale stationery business at 
No. 507 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, died at 
his residence, No. 1,828 Rittenhouse square, in 
that city, on Friday last, after a lingering ill- 
ness, in the 69th year of his age. Mr. Cohen was 
born in London, July 19, 1810, and came to 
Philadelphia in 1858, establishing himself as an 
importer of English and French stationery on 
Chestnut street, below Fourth. He afterwards 
was in business for a long period on Fourth 
street, near the Merchants’ Hotel, whence he 
removed about 1857 to Chestnut street. He 
retired from business in 1871. At the time of 
his death he was President of the Portuguese 
Congregation of Israelites, on Seventh street, 
above Arch, a prominent member of the Jewish 
Foster Home and of the United Hebrew Chari- 
ties, of which latter body he was for a number 
of years a director. When the societies for 
charitable relief were organized throughout the 
city Mr. Cohen became deeply interested in the 
work, and was selected as a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Eighth Ward Society, 
in which he actively served. He was also a 
member of the Union League from its organi- 
z&tion to the present time, and during the late 
war took a deep interest in every measure tend- 
ing to promote the success of the Union cause. 
He leaves a widow, two sons and three daugh- 
ters, and his death will be mourned by a large 
circle of friends and acquaintances, as well as 
by the poor not only of his own faith but of all 
denominations, to whom he was always a gen- 
erous giver. 








GEORGE Ross. 

George Ross, founder of the news concern in 
which originated the American News Company, 
died on Tuesday morning, at his home, No. 109 
Sixth avenue, Brooklyn, after a long illness. 
Mr. Ross was born in Glasgow, Scotland, in the 
winter of 1822. He arrived in this city with his 
parents in the thirteenth year of his age, and 
became an apprentice in the printing office of 
Henry R. Piercy, which was located in Theatre 
alley, near Ann street. Having mastered his 
trade, he worked as a journeyman for Mahlon 
R. Day, a Quaker printer, and in other shops. 
About thirty years ago he abandoned the print- 
ing business and found more congenial employ- 
ment in the establishment of George Dexter, the 
pioneer of the wholesale news trade in this city. 
With a small capital and a moderate degree of 
experience, he started a similar enterprise, un- 
der the firm name of Ross & Jones. Mr. Sin- 
clair Tousey afterward purchased an interest in 
the concern, which in a short time came to be 
generally recognized as the leading news agency 

in the country. Mr. Jones retired about the 
| year 1859, and on May 10, 1862, Mr. Ross dis- 
posed of his interest in the business to Mr. Tou- 





sey, W be theregpen became its sole proprietor. 
Mr. Tousey, after conducting the business on his 
own account for a few years, invited other capi- 
talists to join him, and the result of his efforts 
to enlarge the scope of the business was the or- 
ganization of the American News Company. 
Prior to that event Mr.

Of twenty 
American paper-makers, strictly speaking, 
eighteen received awards, five winning gold 
medals. The chief points of excellence in our 
papers were the purity of the material, its 
thorough manipulation and careful preparation 
for the intended use.

A tuning fork vibrates after the manner of a 
pendulum, and may be regarded as an inverted 
pendulum; but, whereas the length of a pendu- 
lum determines its vibrating period, the length 
and thickness together determine the period of 
a fork.
